Delegates at Conference in 
London Attract Many 
Visitors’ Attention

Washington, May 18.— 
President Roosevelt’s ef¬ 
fort to reorganize the 
United States Supreme 
Court, whose decisions 
against New Deal legisla¬ 
tion killed the Blue Eagle, 
today had its first severe 
setback wheni it failed to 
get approval of the Senate 
judiciary committee. 

The committee voted ten to eight 
to rep rt adversely to the Senate the 
court reorganization bill, which would 
enlarge the highest law tribunal un¬ 
less Justices over seventy years old 
retired. 

VAN DEVANTER RETIRES 

The committee acted after hearing 
the announcement of retirement of 
Associate Justice Willis Van Devanter. 
seventy-eight-year-old bencher of 
conservative leanings who has consis¬ 
tently found New Deal legislation out¬ 
side the competence of the United 
States Congress. 

The Justice, who has served twenty- 
six years in the court, made known 
his Intention to resign June 2 In a 
letter to the President. The letter 
was a straight application for the 
privileges of a pensioned United 
States Justice and did not give any 
reason for his action other than his 
advanced years. 

MAY NAME ECONOMIST 

Speculation today over a Supreme 
Court successor to Justice Van De¬ 
vanter Included a host of govern¬ 
ment officials. 

Under the law. there Is no require¬ 
ment a lawyer be named to the tri¬ 
bunal Officials said It would be 
possible for the President to select a 
leading economist for a place In the 
court.

Another report, broadcast by Insur¬ 
gents, said the Basque minister of 
the interior had fled from Bilbao 
lor France aboard a yacht. 

Basque representatives here said 
Britain had agreed to give Basque 
President Jose Antonio Aguirre and 
his ministers refuge in England. 
EXECUTIONS ORDERED 
Gen. Franco, the Basques said, had 
served notice he would shoot the offi¬ 
cials when his armies entered Bilbao. 

The radio Verdad said the Basque 
yacht Golzeko Izarra, which had been 
used to evacuate Bilbao children to 
France, left Bilbao for Bordeaux with 
7.000.000 pesetas In Jewels belonging 
to the Basque government and to 
Bilbao Individuals.

perial Conferences. 

OPPOSITION EXPECTED 

Both proposals are likely to meet 
opposition. Attempts to establish 
permanent organizations in London 
always are regarded Jealously by the 
Dominions anxious of their auton¬ 
omy. Difficulties In the way of a 
Pacific pact, particularly If it in¬ 
volves mutual assistance against an 
aggressor, are frankly admitted. 

The Australian Pacific proposal, 
however, has an economic side, with 
which the conference discussions may 
be able to register some advance. 
Australia wants new markets in the 
Orient. She is producing more wheat 
and wool than the British Empire 
alone can absorb. She is looking to 
China and Japan as outlets for the 
trad® she seeks as a necessary pre¬ 
liminary to better relations among

Renewal of all city fire in¬ 
surance policies with .non-board 
companies was advocated by 
Mayor Andrew McGavin last 
night, as the City Council at¬ 
tacked the reported lo per cent 
Increase on mercantile Insurance 
risks In the city. 

"We should fight this strongly. We 
should turn around and give renewals 
to non-board companies even If they, 
the board companies, allow the 10 
per cent rate reduction.

The mayor’s statements were made 
prior to the unanimous passing of a 
resolution of protest against the pro¬ 
posed Increase in the mercantile risk 
rate, and to the method In which 
notification of that Increase was 
made. 

The resolution drew attention to 
the fact that fire losses in Victoria 
for the first four months of this 
year were 46 per cent less than those 
for the corresponding period In 1936. 
In view of the fact the city’s losses 
were at the lowest level In years, the 
council requested the underwriters to 
reconsider the action imposing the 
arbitrary Increase and to notify the 
council in due course of their de¬ 
cision on the matter. The city asked 
that former rates be continued pend¬ 
ing notification to the council.

Monts, France. May 18.—The 
Duke of Windsor and Mrs. Wallis 
Warfield set In motion late today 
the arrangements for a quiet civil 
wedding at the Chateau de Cande 
June 3. 

They will be married by Dr. Charles 
Mercier. mayor of Monts. In the pres¬ 
ence of “those who have been with 
them” in recent months. No member 
of the royal family will be present 
other than the Duke himself. 

Herman Rogers and the London at¬ 
torneys for the Duke and Mrs. War- 
field visited the office of the district 
attorney at Torn* and requested a 
dispensation for suspension of these 
two French laws: 

1. Public posting of banns, which 
the law requires for fifteen days 
ahead of the wedding.

New York. May 18.—District Attor¬ 
ney L. Barron Hill of Suffolk County 
announced today Mrs. Helen Tiernan. 
twenty-six. a widow, had absolved 
George Chrlstodulus. her suitor, of 
any connection with the "babes in 
the wood” slaying of her seven-year- 
old daughter, and told him “I did it 
all alone.” 

The young mother, charged with 
homicide In the hatchet and knife 
slaying of the child, Helen, last Sat¬ 
urday In a lonely thicket on Long 
Island’s south shore, and with at¬ 
tempting to kill her four-year-old 
son, Jimmie, at the same place, broke 
down when confronted by her suitor. 
Hill said. 

He quoted her as saying she alone 
had wielded the hatchet and the 
knile. and applied the torch to the 
gasoline used in an effort to hide the 
crime, and said her motive was that 
she wanted to get rid of the children 
because her apartment was too 
crowded. 

In an earlier statement she was 
quoted as having told police Chrls¬ 
todulus had plotted the deaths with 
her.

Governmental assistance to fit 
young men and women of British 
Columbia to take their place In the 
economic life will be provided in a 
$200,000 youth programme arranged 
between Provincial and Dominion 
authorities and announced here to¬ 
day by Premier Pattullo. 

The Premier said he had teceived 
word from Hon. Norman Rogers, 
Minister of Labor, that the Domin¬ 
ion had aet aside $100,000 for the 
purpose, to be matched by a similar 
amount by the provlnoe. 

Alan Chambers, former Victorian, 
who is chairman of the advisory 
council on youth to the national un¬ 
employment commission, and Mr*. 
A. Lindal, a member of the council, 
will come to the coast shortly to 
arrange details with provincial offi¬ 
cials. the Premier said. 

It is proposed, the Prcmiar said. In 
a written statement to use the fund 
along four main lines, as follows: 

(a) Training projects of an c-cu- 
pational nature, devised to increase

"Mr. Roosevelt could not have stated 
his own attitude more exactly If he 
had been here addressing these states¬ 
men from all parts of the British 
Commonwealth." 

This Is Saturday’s comment of the 
London correspondent of The New 
York Times on Prime Minister Mac- I 
kenzle King's opening speech at the 
Imperial Commonwealth. 

Washington Is watching the Lon¬ 
don meeting very closely. The United 
States is Interested In greater trad¬ 
ing concessions ln the Empire. At 
the same time Britain is vitally In¬ 
terested ln American materials ln 
connection with a possible war, and 
is looking for American support in 
connection with the German and 
Japanese questions. 

"A possible Anglo-American trade 
agreement." says The New York 
Times, "becomes a subject of vital . 
importance in the Imperial Confer¬ 
ence. . . , The British are well aware 
that Canada—the most valuable of . 
the Dominions In its industrial and : 
agriculture resouroea—Insists on ; 
keeping ln step with the United 
States in Its foreign policy." Hence 
according to The Times, Mr. King has 
s most important role as "the mis- , 
slonary at this conference for the ; 
freer trade policies of President Roose¬ 
velt." i 

The Times see a definite Intention ' 
on the part of Mr. King to fill this 
role In the following words by the 1 
Canadian Prime Minister at the con¬ 
ference: "The British Commonwealth 
has a definite responsibility to Join 
with other countries willing to co¬ 
operate ln a concerted effort to avoid 1 
increasing tariffs or exchange or 
quota controls, and to lessen in every ' 
practicable way the barriers to In- j 
tematlonal trade." This matter was 
recently thoroughly discussed during 
Mr. King's visit to Washington. 1

Launches Scheme Near 
Seattle 


Seattle. May 18.—Two thousand 
self-styled "work-and-eaters.” mem¬ 
bers of the first "pure” production- 
for-use project began work today 
tilling 300 acres of farm land.

Only Cure For Unemploy¬ 
ment Say City Candidates 
and Mrs. Grace Maclnnes 
at Chamber of Commerce 
Rally 

Social ownership was advanced 
as the only cure for unemploy¬ 
ment at a C.C.F. campaign rally 
In the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday evening at which Grace 
Maclnnes, daughter of J. 8. 
Woodsworth, national leader of 
the C.C.F., spoke. 

On the platform were the C.C.F. 
candidates for Victoria—Mrs. K. A. 
Bell. Nigel Morgan and James J. 
Walker. William Caird, the fourth 
candidate, was absent owing to ill¬ 
ness. Welsh Lee was In the chair and 
P. L. Cammiad. secretary of the Un¬ 
employed Workers’ Association, briefly 
recited the relief situation In Victoria. 

"The unemployed are being kept 
as potential scabs for the civic em¬ 
ployees,” Mr. Cammiad declared. 
Relief In the city was subsidized to 
the tune of 80 per cent by the govern¬ 
ment. and the unemployed were be¬ 
ing used on projects where the city 
would normally employ non-reilef 
workers. Since the relief grants had 
been made the city had been able to 
cut its budget every year. 


The social ownerahlp plank In the 
C.C.P. platform was held out as the 
most important by both Mrs. Mac¬ 
lnnes and Mr. Morgan. 
UNEMPLOYMENT’S EFFECT 

Mr. Morgan drew attention to the 
effect that unemployment was having 
among the youth of the country. In 
the province last year. 736 young men 
were arrested. 328 Jailed. Half the 
crime in British Columbia was com¬ 
mitted by youths, and 30 per cent of 
those entering asylum* were In their 
twenties. 

Mrs. Maclnnes told how the C.C.F. 
proposed to bring about social owner¬ 
ship. First it would be necessary to 
create immediate funds to widen 
social services. These would be 
raised by taxation on large incomes 
and corporation profits. The great 
stream of wealth was flowing out of 
this province untapped, she said. 

As far as social owernshlp was con¬ 
cerned, Mrs. Maclnnes drew upon the 
example of Sweden. In this Scandi¬ 
navian country, socialism had been 
In progress for the last ioo years. Tho 
state owned one-third of the forest 
wealth of the country, a greater pro¬ 
portion of the mines, and most of 
the electric power. Telephone and 
telegraph were publicly owned utili¬ 
ties. Liquor and tobacco were state 
monopolies. 

In Denmark where eleci.r'city had 
been nationalized there were more 
electrified hog pens than electrified 
farm houses in Canada. 

On the advent of a socialist govern¬ 
ment in Sweden, unemployment 
had been definitely recognized and 
a programme of socially useful public 
works, such as schools and workers’ 
homes, had been Instituted at trade 
union rates of pay, Mrs. Maclnnes

The proposal Is that the Kiwanis 
Club should finance a new organize 
tion, to be known as the Victoria 
Tuberculosis Rehabilitation Associa¬ 
tion. to provide work for convalescing 
patients, and also to train men for 
merly employed in strenuous craft* 
In occupations more suited to their 
physical capacities. 

The association would be operated 
In conjunction with the provincial 
government's recently Instituted T.B. 
clinic here, and would have a direc¬ 
torate with the majority ‘ control In 
the hands of club members. 

SCRAP IRON INDUSTRY 
At its luncheon today the club also 
heard from Morris L. Greene a des¬ 
cription of the scrap iron Industry In 
its modern form, vastly different 
from the old Junk trade. 

The address was the third In a 
series dealing with local Industries to 
be heard at meetings this season. 

"The scrap iron industry on this 
continent has taken on an annual 
turnover of $890,000,000." said Mr 
Green. "Today It is considered big 
business. It is a business done all 
over the world In huge proportions, a 
large employer of labor, paying high 
wages, a specialized business.” 

In Victoria the industry had taken 
thirty-six families off the relief rolls 
in the last two years, he said. 

Mr. Greene briefly traced the his¬ 
tory of the development of the scrap 
Iron Industry, and deprecated propa¬ 
ganda that it was a fomenter of wars 
“It la an economic necessity. Raw 
materials, such as cotton.

An Ostrich Fern 


When spores take root, little plants 
grow up with tiny heart-shaped 
leaves. These plants do not look like 
ferns, but they produce what we may 
call "true fern seeds." Then the little 
plants with heart-shaped leaves die, 
their duty having been done. 

Maidenhair, oak, marsh, beech, cin¬ 
namon, Boston and Christmas ferns 
are among the better known kinds. 
Others Include the lady fern, the 
ostrich fern, the rusty woodsia, the 
sensitive fern and the eo-called 
"flowering*’ fern which does not 
actually have flowers. All of these 
are pretty in one way or another. 
When the ostrich fern uncurls Its 
long "frond," It gives us a very inter¬ 
esting sight. 

The frond of a fern Includes all 
the leafy part, extending up and 
down the plant as we see It. Nature 
experts say the frond makes Ju«t one 
single leaf. Parts of the frond are 
classed as "pinnules” and "pinnae." 

Many persons Ulue ferns so well that 
they grow them In their homes and 
gardens. Ferns grow well In shady 
places. They usually do not live 
long If exposed to the hot glare of the 
sun. 

Most of the ferns we see about 
us are less than two feet high, 
though now and then we may ob¬ 
serve some which are several feet 
high. Tree-ferns are not natives of 
North America, but are found In 
South America, also In tropical Islands 
of the Pacific. They reach heights 
of more than forty feet. 

There are water-ferns as well as 
those wfTlch grow in the woodlands. 
One kind of water-fern has a stem 
which creeps along the ground In 
marshes, and aiso lives under water. 
Another kind, the salvlnla. floats on 
the surface of the water, part of It 
being above and part of It belaw. 

Vast ages ago, the earth had more 
ferns than it does now. There were 
giant tree-fems. and vast numbers 
of other kinds.
